This office action is responsive to appeal brief filed on July 22 nd , 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 19, 20, 23-29, 31, 33-36 (renumbered) are allowable based on 
Applicant's appeal brief filed on 7/22/08. 

The prior art of record does not teach nor suggest a "system or method for 
updating a set of multiple items of information displayable on a client display in order to 
monitor and control a manufacturing production, as claimed. More specifically, the prior 
art of record fails to teach, in combination with other claimed features, displaying the 
multiple items of information together in a screen view on a client wherein the individual 
items of information are separately identifiable and provided in the form of information 
units corresponding to different items of information are separately updatable and 
providing identifiers to identify individual ones of the information units.
